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Services’ Overlapping 
Study Goes to Congress 


The joint study conducted by and on 
the initiative of the War and Navy De- 
partments was completed this week and 
sent to Congress for the information of 
the sub-committees of the House Mili- 
tary and Naval Committees which have 
been studying possible points of over- 
lapping between the activities of the two 
departments. 

The work of the committee divided 
itself into 21 possible phases of similar 
work in the two departments. In- ten 
of these they found no evidence of over- 
lapping which might warrant savings by 
further study. In eleven classifications 
they found sufficient evidence of a pos- 
sibility of duplication to justify a recom- 
mendation that further study be given 
to them with a view to effecting savings 
through closer cooperation. 

Outright consolidation, the committee 
felt, would be a dangerous economy ex- 
periment and would not result in any 
major savings. 

The report was drafted by Rear Adm, 
Ridley McLean, USN, and Lt. Col. Irving 
J. Phillipson, GSC, USA, who were ap- 
pointed by the Secretary of the Navy 
and the Chief of Staff, respectively, to 
study. in the interest of economy, the 
overlapping and duplication of effort al- 
leged to exist between Army and Navy 
activities. They were aided in their task 
by 21 subcommittees composed of officers 
from both services. The reports of the 
subcommittees were reviewed by Colonel 
Phillipson and Admiral McLean who 
subsequently reported to their respective 
departments. 

The rey °>w indicated the officers re- 
ported ‘hat as far as the ten following 
subjects “e concerned either no duplica- 
tionor« ‘ap exists or else the duplica- 
tion is sf zligible or incidental to effi- 
cient ope: ?tion that further study ap- 
pears unw rranted from the standpoint

“Intelligénce, War Plans. Reserves, 
Religious Affairs, Legal Matters, Sub- 
marine Mines, Schools and Training, 
Marine Corps (less supply), Harbor 
Defenses and Coastal Stations, and To- 
pographic and Hydrographie Activities 
and Searchlights.” 

Im the cases of the remaining subjects, 
the reports show that there is a probabil- 
ity or possibility of a degree of duplica- 
tion involving sufficient expenditure to 
warrant further detailed study for the 
particular purpose of determining where 
and to what extent closer cooperation or 
more extensive use by one service of the 
facilities of the other would further re- 
duce operating costs without interfering 
with efficiency. 

These subjects 
study are: 

Recruiting, Personnel Administration, 
Care of Health and Sanitation, Ord- 
nance, Aviation, Quartermaster Corps 
and Civil and Military Construction, 
Soldiers and Sailors Homes, Supply Fea- 
tures of the Marine Corps, Supply, Fis- 
eal Affairs. Property Records and Audit- 
ing, and War and Navy Departments. 

In view of the consideration that the 
Chief of Staff and the Chief of Naval 
Operations already have given to the 
question of Communications, the com-

Army Supply Bill 


Consideration of the War Department 
appropriation bill by the House of Rep- 
resentatives went forward at a slow 
pace this week as the discussion cen- 
tered largely around policies rather than 
appropriations. Some attempts were 
made by various members to point out 
that policies are matters of legislation 
and not within the scope of the Appro- 
priations Committee, but they failed to 
make much impression. 

During yesterday’s discussion the fol- 
lowing drastic provision was put into 
the bill on motion of Representative 
Connery, of Massachusetts: 

“No part of the appropriation in this 
act shall be used to pay any officer on 
the retired list whose income is in ex- 
cess of $3,000.” 

Apparently after proposing the amend- 
ment Mr. Connery had a change of heart 
for he attempted to raise the limit to 
$4,000 and then to $5,000 and then at- 
tempted to withdraw it all together, but 
it had found too much support among 
the economy-bent congressmen and was 
adopted by a teller vote of 72 to 50. 

General Martin, representative from 
Oregon, offered an amendment to strike 
out the provision of the bill prohibiting 
officers or men from engaging in activ- 
ities in connection with branch publica- 
tions which accept advertisements from 
firms doing business with the govern- 
ment. However, he later withdrew the 
amendment.

The Economy Bill 


No objection to the additional pay cut 
of 1 and 2/3 per cent is voiced by Sec- 
retary of the Navy Adams in a letter to 
Congress protesting as to a number of 
features of the Economy bill. 

As reported in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL, the letter, addressed to the 
Chairman of the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee, Senator Shortridge, recom- 
mends against the extension of the 
Economy bill to enlisted personnel of 
the services and against the four year 
foreign duty assignment proviso, which 
features were inserted in the Economy 
bill by the Senate Committee on Appro- 
priations. Senator Hale, chairman of 
the latter group was sent a copy of Sec- 
retary Adams’ letter. 

“With reference to the proposed pay 
of 12/3%,” the letter states, “the De- 
partment considers that this question 
has been given careful consideration by 
the Committee.” 

In regard to the recommendation of 
the committee that the pay “freeze” be 
discontinued after this year, Secretary 
Adams stated that this would be “high- 
ly advantageous to the Navy” adding 
that his opinion “every effort should be 
made to retain these provisions in the 
bill.” Attention was called by the Sec- 
retary to the fact that reductions in the 
rental and subsistence allowances of of- 
ficers of the Navy by 10 and 131/3 per 
cent make the total cut suffered during 
the current year “something in excess 
of 9 per cent.” 

Although the removal of the ban on 
automatic increases is expected to re- 
ceive the approval of the Senate, it will 
probably face opposition from the House

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Plan “Simplified” Pay 
Schedule for Services 


A program to revise service pay sched- 
ules, under a plea of “simplification,” is 
being pushed in the House of Represen- 
tatives by Democratic leaders who de- 
clare that they will whip their program 
into shape in time for consideration at 
this session. 

Representative Carl Vinson, of Geor- 
gia, chairman of the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, is drafting a bill which he says 
will shortly be presented to his commit- 
tee for hearings. 

“It is the plan,’ Mr. Vinson told the 
JOURNAL, “to so simplify the play tables 
that any citizen of the country can un- 
derstand them. As it is now nobody 
knows how much an officer gets. There 
are so many allowances and ‘perquisites’ 
in addition to base pay and longevity 
and period pay increases that no one 
outside of the services can figure out 
how much they really get. Even the 
officers themselves have to do a lot of 
figuring to determine what they are 
going to draw. 

“In my bill all allowances and ‘per- 
quisites’ will be abolished and everything 
will be in one sum called ‘pay.’ In that 
way when you say a man is a captain 
I will know immediately he gets so much 
money.” 

“Is it your objective then,” the Con- 
gressman was asked, “to base pay en- 
tirely on grade and do away with pay 
based on length of service?’ 

“Absolutely,” he asserted. “We want 
all captains to get the same pay, all 
commanders to get the same pay and so 
on. We don’t want one oflicer drawing 
more than another because he has a 
bigger family or any other reason except 
for the grade he holds and the duty he 
performs.” 

Mr. Vinson said that he plans to go 
back into the reports of the Interde- 
partmental Pay and Personnel Board 
which recommended the consolidation of 
all pay and allowances into one item 
ealled “pay.” There will be full and 
ample hearings on the bill, giving every- 
one a chance to be heard, he assured. 

Representative Tom Blanton, of Texas, 
who is usually opposed to anything the 
Services are interested in, declares that 
he has assurances that the same thing 
will be done for the Army. 

“TI understand,” Mr. Blanton told the 
House during the discussion of the Army 
supply bill on Wednesday, “there is a 
special legislative committee for the 
Army that likewise is arranging to bring 
in a similar bill with respect to the 
Army. 

“As it is now, there is not a man on 
the Naval Affairs Committee who can 
tell you exactly what the pay is of any 
of the higher officers, embracing all of 
their perquisites. The higher officers of 
the Army are compelled themselves to 
sit down and sometimes figure for an 
hour to find out just what their pay and 
emoluments are. 

“T wrote a letter the other day to the 
Secretary of the Navy, and I called his 
attention to the fact that I understood 
that admirals were getting $8,000 an- 
nually as regular pay and a cash bonus 
of $2,200 and another annual allowance 
of $1,700 each, and the department con-

. Army Supply Bill 

(Continued from Preceding Page) 

Two amendments of far-reaching im- 
portance were defeated but only after 
considerable pro-and-con discussion. One, 
offered by Representative MecClintic, of 
Oklahoma, would have forced active of- 
ficers and warrant officers in the regular 
army to pay their own retirement pay 
by deducting 3%4 per cent from their ac- 
tive duty pay. The other, offered by 
Representative Jed Johnson, of Okla- 
homa, would have prohibited any retired 
officer from drawing more than $2,400 
a year retired pay. 

Discussion of the bill began with a 
lecture by Representative Ross Collins, 
of Meridian. Miss., chairman of the sub- 
committee that drafted the bill and lead- 
ing protagonist of army reductions. His 
theme was the same one he used last 
year in attempting to reduce the person- 
nel strength, i. e.. mechanizing the army 
will enable the country to reduce its 
personnel. He made every attempt to 
belittle General MacArthur, the chief of 
staff, referring to his statements as 
“silly,” “nonsense” and “imaginative.” 
He quoted frequently and with approba- 
tion the writings of General Fuller of 
the British Army. 

He was interrupted at one point by 
Representative Goss who asked “Do I 
understand the gentleman is advocating 
that the policies of the War Department 
be put in the hands of the Committee on 
Appropriations rather than the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs?” 

Collins replied evasively that the en- 
tire matter was in the hands of Con- 
gress and nothing came of the inquiry. 

After his lecture on mechanization Mr. 





Collins explained the items of the bill 
as covered in the report of his commit- 
tee and quoted in last week’s issue of 
the JOURNAL. 

He was followed by Representative 
Henry Barbour. of California, ranking 
Republican on the sub-committee, and a 
staunch defender of National Defense 
during the fight last year. 

“I believe that the one thing that is 
more costly than another,” Mr. Barbour 
said, “when you come to cutting appro- 
priations is the unreasonable cutting of 
appropriations for national defense. We 
ean get along without additional bar- 
racks and quarters, and, as the Chief of 
Staff has said, we can pay less for neces- 
saries, we can wear the old uniforms, 
but we must not stop our training. That 
is the one thing that goes to make up 
adequate national defense, the training 
of men and the proper equipment. 

“I propose to offer two amendments to 
this bill. The Organized Reserves ap- 
propriation has been reduced in amount 
so that it will reduce the number of 
trainees from 20.000 to 16,000. So far 
as I am personally concerned, I would 
like to see 20,000 trained, the same as 
during this fiscal year. but if we can 
provide a quota of 18,000 for the next 
fiscal year it will not be such a retluc- 
tion as will greatly endanger our na- 
tional defense. 

“The other item is for the citizens’ 
military training camps. The gentleman 
from Mississippi (Mr. Collins) has told 
you that they take the young men to 
these camps and teach them to jump 
and run and play ring-around-the rosy. 
It is not necessary for me to deny that. 
You all have these citizens’ military 
training camps in your States. You are 
all familiar with the activities that are 
carried on there; and I think the great 
majority. if not all, of you, know full 
well that this work is a very valuable 
work, not only as an activity of national 
defense but for the training of the youth 
and young manhood of the country. The 
bill as it is now before you proposes to 
eliminate this item entirely. The esti- 
mates as they came from the Bureau of 
the Budget provided $1,000,000 for 13.- 
000 trainees. This year we provided for 
37.500 trainees. The Chief of Staff has 
advised me that if we will provide $2.- 





000,000 in this bill, which will be $2,000- 
00O more than the bill now carries, the 
item having been entirely eliminated, he 
will endeavor to train and believes he 
can train 30,000 of these young men dar- 
ing the coming summer. In my amend- 
ment I am going to add a proviso that in 
selecting trainees for the citizens’ mili 
tary training camps preference shall be 
given to young men who are unemployed 
or the heads of whose families are ub 
employed.” 

Monday and Tuesday nothing was 
done on the bill, the first day being 
devoted to the consent calendar and the 
next to the reading and discussion of 
the President’s message. Wednesday the 
bill was again taken up and the reading 
of it item by item commenced. 

The first assault was by Representa- 
~ Tom Blanton, of Texas, who made 

a point of order against the appropria- 
tion of $26,117 for the employment of 
experts by the Judge Advocate General’ 
Department for use in defending patent 


suits. Mr. Collins, in a few words, de 
fended the item saying that it would 


disorganize the work, but when the poitt 
of order was pressed he conceded it and 
the sum was struck out. 

The recommendation of the committe 
that the funds “other funds” and “Stars 
and Stripes” (funds remaining from 
company funds and the operation of the 
Stars and Stripes magazine during the 
War) be deposited in the Treasury #® 
miscellaneous receipts was amended 
motion of Mr. Goss so that it be de 
posited as a fund “Recreation Fund 
Army” and draw three per cent interes 
and that it not be subject to withdrawal 
except in time of war for the use # 
enlisted men. 

In the course of the discussion that 
resulted in the rejection of Mr. McClit

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Cheney Award For 1932 

Upon the recommendation of a Board 
of Air Corps officers, Private 1st Class, 
Specialists 2nd Class Arden M. Farley 
of the 94th Pursuit Squadron at Self- 
ridge Field has been designated the out- 
standing hero of Army Air Corps activi- 
ties for the year 1932 and will receive 
the Cheney Award which is given an- 
nually for “the outstanding act or acts 
of valor, self-sacrifice or extreme forti- 
tude in a humanitarian interest in con- 
nection with flying”. The award consists 
of a bronze plaque with the recipient's 
name engraved thereon, an engraved cer- 
tificate describing the act and a substan- 
tial cash award. The Board was com- 
posed of Maj. Arnold N. Krogstad, Capt. 
Arthur B. MeDaniel and Lt. Roland 
Birnn, all on duty in the Office of the 
Chief of the Air Corps. In the absence 
of Maj. Gen. B. D. Foulois, Chief of the 
Air Corps, the proceedings were ap- 
proved by Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover, 
Assistant Chief of the Air Corps. Offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Air Corps 
or Air Corps Reserve are eligible for the 
award. 

The act of valor for which the award 
was made occurred Dec. 6, 1932, near 
Pontiac, Mich. Private Farley was rid- 
ing in the gunner’s seat of a two-seater 
pursuit airplane, with 2nd Lt. William 
H. Dum, Air-Res., in the forward cock- 
pit at the pilot’s controls. The engine 
cut out badly, necessitating a forced 
landing. The only available field was 
short and rolling and surrounded by 
high tension wires and trees, and the 
pilot cut his switches as the tail brushed 
the tree tops and landed on the rough 
ground. Just after going over the crest 
of an incline the tail reared up and the 
airplane smashed down on its back. 

So hard was the impact that the 
streamlined head rest was crushed down 
on Private Farley’s head, although not 
injuring him badly, but barely allowing 
him to escape from the wreckage. Flames 
broke out about the engine as he re- 
gained his feet, a deep cut over his left 
eye and his face badly bruised. Lieu- 
tenant Dum’s head and shoulders were 
visible in the overturned cockpit but his 
190-lb. bulk prevented his ready escape, 
as his parachute had jammed in his 
seat. Without thought of possible dan- 
ger to himself but seeing only an officer 
of his squadron and a fellow flyer in 
distress, Farley crept beneath the wreck- 
age and unfastened the lieutenant’s leg 
and chest straps of his parachute 
harness, then tugged and struggled un- 





til the pilot was on the ground. 

Together they regained their feet and 
ran from the airplane which was now 
ablaze. They had gone about 50 yards 
when the fuel tanks exploded, and fiames 
leaped 30 feet in the air. 

“IT am certain’, stated Lieutenant 
Dum, in reporting the accident, “that I 
could not have gotten out of the ship 
without the assistance of Private Farley. 
His clear thinking and quick action is in 
my mind all that saved me from burn- 
ing to death.”

For Sergeants of rifle companies the 
competition wil] determine their tactical 
knowledge, tactical ability, combat lead- 
ership and resourcefulness as _ section 
commanders by practical tests prepared 
from two or more of the subjects listed 


below. In each case the situation will 
provide for the section to be acting 
alone. 


1. Organization and route march. 

2. Section in attack or defense. 

3. Night operations. 

4. Security on the march or at rest. 

5. Flank combat group. 

For sergeants of artillery the problem 
will be drawn up to include reconnais- 
sance, selection and occupation of a posi- 
tion in support of infantry and a change 
of position to the front or rear, and to 
permit testing the non-commissioned off- 
cer personnel in the combat duties as to 
their tactical knowledge, tactical ability, 
combat leadership and resourcefulness 
in the first and in any two of the other 
duties listed below : 

1. In command of an accompanying 
gun, operating with a battalion of 
infantry in a detached attack. 
Chief of Section. 

Signal Sergeant. 
Instrument Sergeant. 
. Chief of Scouts. 

Similarly the sergeants of machine 
gun companies, and all corporals are 
given definite subjects. It is not prob 
able that the non-commissioned officers 
of the mechanized cavalry now reorgal 
izing will be ready for the test. 

From each battalion and group of 
machine gun companies one sergeant and 
corporal will be selected to receive the 
Fifth Corps Area award. Not less that 
one sergeant and two corporals will 
entered from each company or similat 
organization.

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Winter Maneuvers Scheduled 

Winter maneuvers of the United 
States Navy, scheduled annually for 
training of all vessels of the United 
States Fleet, and composed of the Battle 
Force and the Scouting Force acting 
jointly, will be held in the Pacific off the 
west coast of the United States from 
Feb. 6 to 17. During that period, the 
Battle Force, normally stationed in the 
Pacific, and the Scouting Force, usually 
based on Atlantic ports, will be concen- 
trated in one area. The vessels of the 
two forces will be organized into two 
units and will be engaged in a problem 
under conditions simulating phases of 
an overseas naval campaign following 


actual war conditions. As in former 
years, the opposing vessels will be des- 
ignated as the “Blue Foree” and the 


“Black Force.” 

Prior to the beginning of Fleet Prob- 
lem XIV, designated vessels of the 
Scouting Force will leave San Pedro for 
Hawaiian waters, and will arrive in that 
area Jan. 30, where the vessels will re- 
main for upkeep, supply, liberty, and 
preparation for the problem. During 
that period, the Battle Force will con- 
tinue to operate in the San Pedro San 
Diego area. 

On Feb. 6, the Scouting Force, acting 
as the Black Force, will sail from the 
Hawaiian area for sea, and at the same 
time the Battle Force—the Blue Force— 
will leave Californian ports, to engage 
in the fleet problem staged off the Pacific 
coast. 

The operations of the problem will 
begin at midnight, Feb. 9, and will be 
completed Feb. 17. During this time, all 
vessels will assume actual war condi- 
tions. 

The general plan of the maneuvers 
will be an attack on the west coast. Vice 
Adm. Frank H. Clark, USN, Commander 
of the Scouting Force, will command the 
“Black Force,” sailing from the Hawai- 
ian area Feb. 6. This force will consist 
of the USS Augusta, heavy cruiser, as 
flagship, two divisions of heavy cruisers, 
the aircraft carriers Saratoga and Lex- 
ington, one squadron of destroyers, and 
two tankers. 

Admiral Luke McNamee, USN, Com- 
mander Battle Force, U. S. Fleet, will, 
in this operation. command the “Blue 
Force,” which will defend the Pacific 
Coast. This force will consist of three 
divisions of battleships, three divisions 
of light cruisers, four squadrons of de- 
stroyers, six divisions of submarines, 
one plane carrier, and various vessels 
of the Train Force, such as supply ships, 
tenders, ete. 

Admiral Richard H. Leigh, USN, Com- 
mander-in-Chief, U. 8S. Fleet, will act as 
Chief Umpire during the problem; he 
will make necessary provision for the 
proper conduct of both forces and see 
that the rules of this war game are 
strictly observed by both sides. 

During the operation of the problem, 
both forces will simulate actual war con- 
ditions. Constant vigilance will be kept 
as in war conditions, all ships will 
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“darken ship” at night, taking great care 
that no lights are visible to the “enemy.” 
All officers and men will be exercised 
constantly at their battle stations. When 
contact of one ship or division of ships 
is made with the “enemy,” officers and 
men will go through all phases of ma- 
neuvering and firing just as in a real 
operation. No actual firing will be car- 
ried on, however. 

Upon the conclusion of the Fleet Prob- 
lem Feb. 18, all units of the United 
States Fleet will rendezvous in the San 
Pedro San Diego area for a critique of 
the various phases of the maneuvers, 
and for a Fleet concentration, holding 
tactical exercises, force gunnery prac- 
tice and advanced torpedo practices from 
Feb. 18 to March 31, under the direction 
of Admiral Richard H. Leigh, USN, 
Commander -in-Chief, United States 
Fleet.

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Flag Officers to Retire 


Two of the Navy’s most distinguished 
officers, both of whom started their na- 
val careers at the Naval Academy in the 
eighties and advanced together to attain 
the highest rank in the service, will be 
retired this month. 

Rear Adm. Jehu V. Chase, USN. 
Chairman of the General Board, and 
Rear Adm. Frank H. Schofield, USN, 
a member of the Board, having attained 
the statutory age of 64 years during the 
month, will be placed on the inactive 
list Jan. 31. Both officers graduated 
from the Academy with the class of ’90. 
and after many years at sea, attained 
the highest rank afloat, the command of 
the Fleet. 

Admiral Chase was born in Patterson- 
ville, La., Jan. 10, 1869, and was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy in 1886. 
He was commissioned Ensign July 1, 
1892, promoted to Lieutenant March 3, 
1899, Lieutenant Commander July 1, 
1905, Commander Feb. 18, 1911, Captain 
Aug. 29, 1916, and Rear Admiral Jan. 1, 
1922. While in command of the United 
States Fleet, he held the rank of Ad- 
miral. 

In 1897, Admiral Chase served on the 
USS Newport with the original Panama 
Canal Commission of the United States 
in Nicaragua and Panama. The New- 
port was recalled in April, 1898, to 
take part in the Spanish War and was 
on blockade duty on the northern coast 
of Cuba and off Havana. 

In October 1907, Admiral Chase, with 
the rank of Lieutenant Commander, was 
navigator of the battleship Kearsarge 
with the Atlantic Fleet on the cruise 
around the world. 4 

In January 1917, he was ordered to 
command the battleship Minnesota and 
remained on that duty during the World 
War. He was in command when the 
ship struck a German mine off the coast 
of Delaware, September 1918, while she 
was proceeding from Hampton Roads to 
Philadelphia. He was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal for his World 
War service. In March 1919, he was 
ordered back to the Bureau of Ordnance 
as a member of the Special Board on 
Naval Ordnance and later served as 
president of that board. 

Admiral Chase commanded the battle- 
ship Arizona in 1921 and proceeded in 
campany with the Oklahoma and Nevada 
with a special embassy on board to Cal- 
lao, Peru, for the celebration of the 
anniversary of fhe Independence of 
Peru. 

In December 1921, having been se- 
lected for flag rank, Admiral Chase was 
ordered to command the Base Force, 
Pacific Fleet. In April 1924, he was de- 
tached from that command and ordered 
to Washington as a member of the Gen- 
eral Board. In the fall of 1924, he was 
appointed Commandant of the Puget 
Sound Navy Yard and Commandant of 
the 13th Naval District and served in 
that capacity until July 1926, when he 
was given command of Battleship Divi- 
sion 4, Battle Fleet. In July 1928, he 
returned to Washington as a member of 
the General Board, and on Sept. 17. 
1930. assumed command of the United 
States Fleet with the accompanying rank 
of Admiral, and served in that capacity 
until relieved on Sept. 15, 1931, by Ad- 
miral Schofield. 

Admiral Schofield was born at Jeru- 
salem, Yates County, New York, Jan. 4. 
1869. and was appointed to the Naval 
Academy in May 1886. Commissioned 
Ensign July 1, 1892, he was promoted 
to Lieutenant March 3, 1899: Lieutenant 
Commander July 1, 1905: Commander 
Jan. 29, 1911: Captain July 1, 1917; and 
Rear Admiral Feb. 4, 1924. 

During the Spanish-American War, 
Admiral Schofield served as executive 
officer of the USS Hawk of the North 
Atlantic Squadron, which participated 
in the blockade of Cuban ports and in 
the capture of four vessels. In 1899, he 
was transferred as Watch and Division 
officer of the USS Philadelphia operating 
on the Pacific Coast and in March 1900, 
was ordered to Nicaragua for the pro- 
tection of Americans. 

From April 1916 to November 1917, 








Admiral Schofield was on duty in the 
Office of Naval Operations, and froy 
December 1917 to 1919, he was attache 
to the U. S. Naval Forces in European 
Waters, serving in London on Admiraj 
Sims’ staff, and assisting the Chief of 
Naval Operations, Admiral Benson, jp 
the deliberations in Paris incident to the 
drawing up of the naval terms of peage 
with Germany. For this service, Aq. 
miral Schofield was awarded the ® 

Cross. a 

Admiral Schofield was in command of 
the battleship USS Texas from July 
1919 to 1921, when he was ordered tg 
duty as a member of the General Board, 
Navy Department. In January 1924, he 
was Commander, Destroyer Squadron, 
tattle Fleet, and in 1926 was ordered to 
duty in the War Plans Division, Office 
of Naval Operations. During 1927, Ad. 
miral Schofield was one of the naya) 
members of the American representation 
at the three-power conference, Geneya, 
Switzerland. 

He was appointed Commander, Battle 
ship Division Four, Battle Fleet, ip 
March 1929, and in May 1930 was con. 
missioned Commander-in-Chief, Battle 
Fleet, with the accompanying rank of 
Admiral. He assumed duties as Com. 
mander-in-Chief, United States Fleet 
Sept. 15. 1931, and served in that capac. 
ity until Aug. 10, 1932, when he was 
ordered to duty as a member of the 
General Board. 

Admiral Schofield was awarded the 
Navy Cross for his World War service 
and has the decorations of: Companion 
of the Order of St. Michael and $&t. 
George from the British Government; 
Officer of the Legion of Honor from 
France: Knight Commander of the Libe 
rian Humane Order of African Redemp 
tion by the President of Liberia. 





Captain Bakenhus Promoted 


Capt. Reuben Edwin Bakenhus, CE, 
USN, Public Works Officer at the New 
York Navy Yard, was nominated Jan. 14 
by the President to be a permanent Rear 
Admiral, Civil Engineer Corps, filling 
the vacancy due to the death of the late 
Rear Adm. Frank Taylor Chambers, who 
died on Nov. 10, 1932. 

In as much as Captain Bakenhus was 
recommended for promotion by a selec 
tion board, it is expected that his nomi- 
nation will be confirmed by the Senate. 

Captain Bakenhus was born Sept. 10, 
1873, in Illinois, and appointed to the 
Navy March 13, 1901. After serving at 
the Navy Yard, Philadelphia, Pa., he 
was ordered to the Naval Training Ste 
tion at Newport, Rhode Island, in 1904, 
and appointed Lieutenant in 1906. After 
a short tour of duty in the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks at the Navy Depart 
ment, he was ordered in 1909 to the Na 
val Station at Olongapo, P. L., and later 
to the Naval Station at Cavite, P. 1, 
where he remained until 1911. He was 
appointed Lieutenant Commander 2 
1911, and er ang | to the Bureau of 
Yards and Docks, Navy Department. I 
1917, he was on duty at the Navy Yard 
Boston, Mass., and — at the Bureal 
of Yards and Docks, Navy Department 
where he served as Assistant to the 
Chief of the Bureau .

News of the Coast Guard 

Plans are being formulated at Head- 
quarters to take care of the reductions 
made in the appropriations for 1954. 
Under a tentative program laid out, it 
is expected that some 35 vessels must be 
decommissioned, that the enlisted 
strength must be curtailed and that a 
number of bases and stations be closed. 

The Treasury-Post Office appropria- 
tion bill has not yet passed the Senate, 
put it is not expected that any further 
material changes will be made as to the 
funds for Coast Guard, and considera- 
tion has already been given by Head- 
quarters to the problem of bringing ex- 
penditures within income. 

A plan to consolidate three bases on 
Puget Sound was agreed upon, but is 
being held in abeyance at the present 
time due to opposition from that locality. 
The plan is to merge Base 10 at Port 
Townsend, Base 12 at Anocortes and 
Base 13 at Port Angeles, at Port Town- 
send. Another consolidation project is 
to combine the bases at Pascazoula and 
Biloxi at one or the other places. 

Twelve life saving stations will have 
to be closed under the reduced appropri- 
ations. Headquarters plans to convene 
a board in the near future to select the 
stations to be made inoperative. 

In addition, 35 of the 75 footer patrol 
boats are to be decommissioned and by 
restricting recruiting curtail the enlisted 
strength of the Guard 350 men by July 
1, 1934. 


Speaking before the cadets of the 
Coast Guard Academy, Jan. 13, The 
Commandant Rear Adm. H. G. Hamlet, 
declared that the personnel of the Guard 
must be ambitious for the Service, if 
the problems of the future are to be met. 

“Just as ambition animates the heart 
of an individual and urges him on to 
greater deeds and accomplishments,” the 
Admiral said, “so does the same spirit 
earry forward a Service to greater use- 
fulness and greater renown. While the 
record of accomplishment of the Coast 
Guard is praiseworthy, there lies ahead 
an unlimited field of useful and patriotic 
application and service. We must be 
prepared to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunities, and at the same time give a 
measure of service which will continue 
to enhance the value of the Coast Guard 
to the welfare of the Nation. Returns 
on the investment which the people of 
the United States have made in the 
Coast Guard are repaid in lives snatched 
from the perils of the sea, in ships and 
their cargoes salvaged and returned to 
their owners; in derelicts and other 
floating menaces to navigation removed 
from the paths of ocean liners; in addi- 
tional safety of trans-Atlantic shipping 
through the Ice Patrol: in maintenance 
of law and order and in rendering med- 
ical aid upon the sea and in our most 
northern possession Alaska, and in vari- 
ous other humanitarian henefits which 
bear directly on the welfare of our na- 
tion’s business and the rank and file of 
Americans. To give service there must 
be activity. A cutter under way at sea: 
Officers and men at drills or otherwise 
engaged in a Service function, carry the 
message of action and unfold to the pub- 
lie the worth of the Corps. Now, more 
than ever, as the whole world seems to 
he on the threshold of changed condi- 
tions should every officer and man, im- 
bued with the high ideals and standards 
of the Coast Guard, and loyalty and de- 
votion to duty, exemplify in action and 
In deed service to the Nation and to 
humanity. Let everydne stand in silent 
reflection when he receives his monthly 
Stipend for the service he has rendered 
aS an officer or employee of the Govern- 
ment, and consider in his own conscience 
the valne of his accomplishment. And 
also appraise the public service rendered 
through the efforts of its personnel by a 
Ship or station to which he may be at- 
tached—appraising in his own mind the 
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value of its return to the Government 
for the investment represented in its 
construction and maintenance. The an- 
swer will tell him whether or not he has 
measured up to the requirements of the 
Coast Guard—that of service and of de- 
votion to duty.”

A.G.O. (qualification card for Reserve 
officers) only for those Reserve officers 
retained in the Arm and Service Assign- 
ment Group, and Corps Area and De- 
partment Commanders will prepare that 
form for those placed in the Corps Area 
Assignment Group. The Chief of Arm 
or Service, in making recommendation 
for appojntment will, if desired for Arm 
and Service Assignment Group, make a 
request to that effect. If no such request 
is made by the Chief of Arm or Service, 
one copy of W. D., A.G.O. Form No. 170 
will be sent to the Corps Area Com- 
mand with notice of appointment. Re- 
ceipt of that copy in this manner will 
constitute notice to the Corps Area Com- 
mander that the appointee has been 
placed in the Corps Area Assignment 
Group effective upon acceptance by him 
of the appointment tendered. The Corps 
Area Commander will prepare the Form 
0761 from his records. This procedure 
applies to all appointments notice of 
which is sent out from the adjutant 
general’s office on or after Feb. 1, 1933. 


In order that the Corps Area Com- 
mander may be able to prepare Form

170, and copy of appointment notice— 
it has been necessary to revise Form 
0761.

DURING THE DEBATE ON THE ARMY Appropriations bill this week, Rep- 
resentative Blanton revealed that bills are to be reported to the House by the Naval 
Committee and by the Military Committee revising the pay and allowance sched- 
ules of the Services. That any such enactments will be made before March 4 can 
be discounted; the House by approving the pay appropriation in the Appropria- 
tions bill, after rejection of amendment to limit retired pay, and to force percent- 
age contributions from active pay for retirement pay, has gone on record in sup- 
port of the existing rates. The legislative snarl into which the Nation's business 
has been precipitated by the democratic split over the Glass Banking bill, the 
failure to balance the budget and the inability to agree upon a farm relief bill, 
mean there will be an extra session, and the call for that session, it is understood, 
will not be confined to stated subjects but will permit consideration of any legisla- 
tion. This will give an opportunity to those who are seeking pay and allowance 
revision to force consideration of bills drafted by the Vinson and McSwain Com- 
mittees. It seems almost incredible that the Services should be singled out for 
such discrimination, especially in view of the fact that they never were given any 
advances comparable to those granted civilian employes of the Government, and 
indeed, in the case of some officers, are receiving compensation below that en- 
joyed by oflicers of the same rank during the Spanish war, 35 years ago. The 
American Federation of Labor realizing the effect on industrial wages is em- 
phatically on record in opposition to the pay reduction for all government employes 
recommended by the Bingham and Hale Committees. How much greater must be 
the opposition of the Federation to any general revision such as Mr. Blanton re- 
ports is impending. The Press and Patriotic Societies should insist that Congress 
take no such action, for behind it is less the purpose to effect economy than to 
weaken National Defense through inadequate compensation to the men who have 
dedicated their lives to the service of their country. 





TWO WORLD WAR VETERANS, who happen to be in Congress, have incurred 
the scorn of all right thinking Americans as a result of their attacks in the House 
of Representatives this week upon such distinguished patriots and soldiers as Gen- 
eral Pershing, General MacArthur, General Harbord, Rear Admiral Sims and Rear 
Admiral Byrd. The men in question, Representatives Jed Johnson, of Oklahoma, 
and William P. Connery, of Massachusetts, obviously to curry favor with the bonus 
seekers, sang the old song of the privates being always at the front in battle and 
the Generals at the rear, and in other ways aspersed the courage and integrity of 
men who bore the brunt and burden of leadership in the greatest war the world 
has ever known. This is one way of achieving dubious historical recognition. 
Johnson and Connery both saw service as enlisted men in France. The fact that 
they are alive and in excellent health today, that one includes in his record his 
promotion for meritorious service, is proof of the care and attention they received 
from their officers. Had General Pershing not insisted upon the formation of an 
American Army, they would have been incorporated in British or French commands. 
Had not the most thorough attention been paid to the question of supply, food and 
clothing would have been lacking, and suffering and death would have followed. 
Had not the hundred and one factors in connection with tactics and strategy been 
considered by able officers under the direction of General Pershing, defeat would 
have resulted. Had the personal direction of troops by officers from the Com- 
mander-in-Chief down been absent that leadership essential to victory would have 
been missing. Aside from the fact that the General officers who served in France 
were at the forefront in the discharge of their duties, the records of their careers 
show participation in action. It is possible that Messrs Johnson and Connery did 
their particular war jobs well, but it comes with poor grace from them, in an at- 
tempt to discredit the movement to effect government economy, to assail a group 
of officers who admittedly deserve the greatest consideration from the nation. 





ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE RETIREMENT of Admiral Pratt, Chief of Naval 
Operations, means the passing of an officer from the Active List who, throughout 
his career, has had at heart the best interests of the Service. He entered the Naval 
Academy at the time when steam was competing with sail, witnessed the revival 
of the Navy and its gradual growth, and at last achieved the distinction of direct- 
ing a force commanding the respect of the world. As Chief of Operations, it has 
been his effort to maintain the Fleet in the highest possible state of efficiency, and 
this he has accomplished in spite of reduced appropriations, and only because he 
has put into effect policies which with larger funds available he probably would not 
have approved. He is retiring at a moment when the world is a powder maga- 
zine, but he is leaving for his successors a Fleet which can be depended upon to 
give an excellent account of itself in connection with the protection of America and 
its interests. — 

DISARMAMENT WILL CONTINUE to be the policy of the United States. 
President elect Roosevelt will participate in the Geneva conference on this sub- 
ject, and will carry out substantially the views which have been expressed by 
President Hoover. It is said he has come to realize that any progress made will 
be made slowly, and for this reason is in favor of the maintenance of what he 
terms an “adequate” Navy. In his Inaugural address, he is expected to make ref- 
erence to National Defense, and therein will disclose exactly what his policies in 
this respect are. Senator Watson, of Indiana, the retiring Senatorial republican 
leader, made a speech in the Senate this week, in which he proposed that Nations 
disarm at the rate of 5 per cent a year for the next ten years. Probably this sug- 
gestion will fall by the wayside, as has that of President Hoover for a one-third 
cut. Senator Hale asked Mr. Watson if we should not agree to the 5 per cent cut 
only after the United States had achieved Treaty parity. This is a question which 





the country should answer before signing any further treaties dealing with the 
size of our Fleet.

C. R.—The Medal of Honor is being 
awarded at the present time only upon 
special act of Congress. We are in- 
formed by the Adjutant General's Office 
of the Army that there is nothing in law 
or regulations which entitles a wearer 
of the Medal of Honor to a salute from 
all members of the Service. 

The rank of a commissioned officer 
does not increase on the retired list. 
Prior to 1922 when a retired officer was 
assigned to active duty, this active duty 
would count for promotion and if he had 
sufficient service for promotion both be- 
fore retirement and after retirement, he 
could be elevated to the next grade. This 
is no longer in effect. A retired officer 
stays in the rank in which retired.

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The Philippine Predicament.—With the final enactment of the Philippine inde- 
pendence bill over Presidential veto this week, some speculation has arisen in rela- 
tion to the effect of freedom upon the Army and Navy. The act reserves to the 
United States the right to retain military reservations in the islands after complete 
severance, ten or eleven years hence. This is, of course, assuming that the gift 
of independence is accepted by the Filipinos. What, if any, naval bases, or fortifi- 
cations, will be retained by the United States, is a problem which will undoubt- 
edly receive considerable study during the next decade. Political as well as 
strategic questions must be weighed, with the final decision probably being deter- 
mined to a large extent, by the international situation at the time the decision 
must be made. 

Discussion among officers of the Army and Navy brings forth different predic- 
tions as to whether the United States will retain a naval base in the islands. One 
naval officer who has given considerable thought to the matter, declared emphati- 
cally that the United States would keep Cavite, while another, one of the ranking 
flag officers, believed that the desire both here and in the islands for complete 
severance would prevent the Navy from continuing a reservation which is prac- 
tically within the limits of the principal city and capital of the Philippines. Regard- 
less of the inadequacies of Cavite as base, the mere fact that it is in a fortified 
harbor, would make a highly desirable naval appendage, it is agreed. Moreover, 
it is pointed out, that the treaty which prevents the strengthening of Cavite will 
expire in 1942, a year or so before independence is to be proclaimed. Another 
officer, had the view that if Cavite was undesirable due to its proximity to Manila, 
that the more remote Subic Bay could be developed into a naval base. 

The opinion is prevalent that regardless of what is done about the Philippines, 
the Asiatic Fleet will be retained, though possibly not in its present size. It is 
pointed out that the United States kept a squadron in Far East waters for many 
years prior to the acquisition of the islands in ‘98, and also that Italy, though 
possessing no territory in the area maintains a force there. 

Continuation of the Army in the Philippine Islands will depend entirely on 
whether a naval base is retained, it is believed. For if any troops remain, it will 
only be to man the harbor fortifications at Corregidor or Subic Bay. Withdrawal, 
however, would be almost certain to start a drive by “congressional reductionists” 
for drastic curtailment in Army personnel. Worth pointing out in this connection, 
however, is the fact, that of the approximate 10,000 troops now in the Philippines, 
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more than half are natives of the islands. No problem, it is felt will be occasioned 

by the fact that the officers of the Philippine Scouts are assimilated in the promo- 

tion list of the Army, as by the time islands are evacuated, very few Americans 

will be left on the active list of the Scouts.

Wearing of Decorations—Regulations governing the wearing of decorations (AR 600- 
oa are being changed. New wording for paragraphs 50a (1) (b) and 5la are as 
follows: 

“(b) For lapel collar coat.—The Medal of Honor is worn pendent from the rib. 
bon placed around the neck outside the white collar and inside the coat collar, the 
medal proper hanging over the cravat near the collar.” 

“51. Foreign decorations, service medals, etc—a. A person who has received a 
decoration from the government of a foreign country will wear the decoration as 
a courtesy to that country when attending any public function in that country or 
when attending any formal function in any country, in the house of, or in honor 
of, a public official or other distinguished citizen or subject of the country whose 
decoration he possesses, and on such occasions the foreign decoration, if a breast 
decoration, will take precedence over all other foreign breast decorations. If the 
foreign decoration be a neck decoration, it will be worn above all other foreign 
neck decorations, but below the Medal of Honor.”

Test Pontoon Bridges—According to word from Ft. Benning, ferrying operations con- 
ducted by Company E ist Engineers and tank troops on the Chattahoochee River, 
proved the feasibility of carrying tanks and other heavy mobile equipment of the 
army across large streams by means of section of the new type of pontoon bridge 
materiel with which the army is experimenting. 

In the tests large rafts were constructed by grouping several pontoons and plac- 
ing flooring over them. A light tank from the 66th Infantry was sent over first by 
means of the improvised ferry, which was drawn across the river by ropes and pul- 


leys. The tank was carried across the river and landed on the Alabama side witb- 
out difficulty. A Christie medium tank was next taken over, making the crossing 
safely. 


In the second trial, in which the raft was towed by a pontoon equipped with an 
outboard motor, the crossing was made with difficulty, as the current of the stream 
was so rapid that the small motor was barely able to make headway.

Infantry Rifle Marksmanship—Maj. Gen. Stephen O. Fuqua, the Chief of Infantry, 
announces that his office has just completed the tabulation of the rifle marksmanship 
records for 1932. 

General Fuqua was particularly gratified to note that, during 1932, the Infantry 
successfully trained a larger proportion of its members in the use of weapons with 
which they are armed than during any preceding year. More than 93.3% of all men 
required or authorized to fire the rifle completed the prescribed course of instruc 
tion. The highest previous percentage was obtained in 1931, when 92.6% fired record 
practice. Of the number firing this year more than 96.4% qualified as marksmen or 
better. 

These percentages are not the result of exceptionally high averages attained at 
a few stations, but show uniform distribution among all Infantry regiments. In no 
type of training has the value of the instruction received at the Infantry School 
given more immediate results to the Army than is indicated by the present excellence 
of training in marksmanship with all weapons. 


USNA Degree Bill Reported to Senate—The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs 
on Jan. 17 favorably reported a bill to authorize the granting of bachelor of 
science degrees to graduates of the Naval Academy. Secretary of the Navy Charles 
Francis Adams, Rear Adm. Frank B. Upham, USN, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, and Dr. T. J. Kelly of the Bureau of Education, Interior Department, appeared 
before the Committee and urged enactment of the bill. A similar bill has beet 
introduced in the House, at the request of the Navy Department, and was referred 
to the Naval Affairs Committee. 4 
Relief of General Mosley As Deputy Chief of Staff.—Under the requirements of the 
law governing details to the General Staff, orders have just been issued relievilé 
Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley as Deputy Chif of Staff, effective Feb. 22. 

General Moseley has had a wealth of experience in many positions in the Wat 
Department, having been a member of the General Staff four separate times. I 
addition, he served during the World War as head of the Supply Division (G4) 
on General Pershing’s staff in France. Following the war he was a member of the 
Military Mission to the Near East, after which he helped General Dawes organlz 
the Bureau of the Budget. More recently he was awarded an Oak Leaf Cluster 
to his Distinguished Service Medal for outstanding public service along our south- 
western border during the Mexican Revolution of 1929. 

For more than a year prior to his selection as Deputy Chief of Staff by General 
MacArthur, in December, 1930, General Moseley was the Executive to The Assistant 
Secretary of War. In that position he was very active in promoting progress in the 
development of plans for industrial mobilization in emergency, and was largely 
instrumental in reviving military and civilian interest in this important subject 
Under his personal direction the cooperation of the Navy and of industrial leaders 
was obtained in the development of these plans, the general principles and substance 
of which later received the approval of the ‘War Policies Commission. 

As Deputy Chief of Staff he was also President of the General Council, a bod 
which has exercised, since its creation two years ago, a beneficial coordinatiié 
influence throughout the bureaus of the War Department. One of the great I= 
provements for which General Moseley has been largely given credit in the War 
Department is the simplification of the procedure in budget building. His associates, 
both in civil and military circles, consider him as one of the most brilliant and

It is fortunate that Colonel Marix, with his deep knowledge of the retired 
officers’ situation, is in Washington, for there are many legislative projects vitally 
concerning them up for consideration. The economy bill is fraught with possibilities 
for the retired list, the Military affairs committee is considering an “investigation” 
of the retired list, while the leaders are planning to revise pay schedules, which 


would probably involve retired pay.

mittee felt that no recommendation along 
that line appeared to be necessary. 

In general the conclusions drawn by 
the committee as a result of the study 
are that consolidation as a means to- 
ward economy would be a dangerous ex- 
periment and would not afford any ma- 
jor savings ; that the relatively small 
savings which are practicable can and 
should be achieved through increased 
cooperation and economy within the ser- 
vice, and that further study of the sub- 
jects mentioned is warranted. 

Admiral McLean and Colonel Phillip- 
son, in making their report stated that 
the reports of the subcommittees, be- 
cause of the short time available, were 
not sufficiently complete to determine ac- 
eurately the possible savings incident to 
the recommendation. 

Nevertheless, they believed them suffi- 
ciently comprehensive to establish defi- 
nitely that the maximum savings pos- 
sible would be relatively small and only 
a small fraction of the amount which 
has been alleged in Congress. The prin- 
cipal field of eeonomy open to further 
profitable exploitation, it appears, is 
that of supply. However, in addition 
to the possibility of specific minor sav- 
ings as shown in the report, in a limited 
number of cases, there are other pos- 
sible savings sufficient in amount to war- 
rant the additional study of qualified in- 
vestigators. Such further economies as 
are possible and practicable through ex- 
tended cooperation and interchange of 
facilities the investigator believed should 
be definitely determined and effected. 

In any plan in which apparently cor- 
responding facilities of the two services 
are physically combined, the committee 
felt that certain important considera- 
tions must be given due weight. 

For one thing they believed that im- 
mediate savings resulting from consol- 
idation are ordinarily to be found in the 
item of overhead and that the military 
and naval forces themselves cannot be 
further reduced without undermining 
our already weakened National Defense. 
The military necessity of retaining the 
distinct individualities of the Army and 
Navy appeared to outweigh all other 
considerations in balancing adequate 
National Defense against even a press- 
ing necessity for retrenchment in public 
expenditures. 

Where facilities are used practically 
to their maximum capacity, the commit- 
tee points out that consolidation can be 
effected only by the provision of addi- 
Uonal facilities which would involve 
construction costs of major proportions, 
far exceeding the aggregate savings 
Which might result from such combina- 
tion over a long period of years. 

A major item of expense in practically 
all activities of the Army and Navy is 
the cost of military and naval personnel 
most of which is paid out of appropria- 
tions for the permanent establishment. 
The numbers of such personnel are pre- 
ed on war needs—not peacetime 
ee . Accordingly, the committee 
alled attention to the fact that any re- 
adjustment which releases military or 
oes personnel does not reflect a savings 
“te m niministration of the service un- 
“8S the mobilization missions of the 
Services affected are correspondingly re- 
duced. 

The committee pointed out that due 
Principally to the number of skilled 
— required, a wide divergence 
Servicer the Pay scales of the three 

vices with the result that with 





present strengths approximately eight 
per cent of the enlisted force of the 
Navy is in the first pay grade, as com- 
pared to 2.14% in the Marine Corps, and 
87% in the Army. There is at present 
a persistent tendency to increase the 
percentage in the higher pay grades of 
the Marine Corps, the investigators held, 
because of its close association with the 
better paid Navy. They felt that the 
closer the Army is brought into direct 
association with the better paid person- 
nel of the other services, the greater 
will be the pressure to be expected for 
equality in higher pay grades with con- 
sequent materially increased cost for the 
Government. 

The basic differences in the character 
and methods of the systems of supply in 
peacetime establishments, incident to the 
totally unlike mobilization requirements 
of the two services, it was reminded, 
must constantly be borne in mind in 
connection with changes proposed in or- 
der that the urge for economy shall not 
obstruct the war development of the two 
services. 

The reports indicate that the impor- 
tance of cooperative efforts and the joint 
use of available facilities in the interests 
of economy are generally understood. 
Action necessary to effect the savings 
which can accrue with advantage to the 
government are as a rule within the 
existing authority of the two Depart- 
ments and no additional enactments of 
law are required. It is further indicated 
in the report that the means for effect- 
ing such further savings as are prac- 
ticable lies in the direction of concerted 
effort without an actual scrambling of 
essential activities which would have to 
be disassociated at the outbreak of war. 

It is obvious to the investigators that 
under any plan of consolidation which 
has been proposed there would be sub- 
stantially increased cost incident to 
some phases of such consolidations or 
rearrangement of existing facilities to 
both services. This field was not se 
parately covered, but, in a number of 
instances, the subcommittees found that 
such costs would more than offset any 
possible savings for many years to come.

(Continued from First Page) 
if taken to conference. Representatives 
Joseph Byrns and John McDufiie, Demo- 
cratic leaders, declared earlier in the 
session that they favored continuation 
of the bann on increases, and Represen- 
tative Ross Collins, an ardent opponent 
of the services, announced this week that 
he would fight removal of the ban. 

In a caustic statement given out to 
the press, Collins declared that Army 
and Navy officers were responsible for 
the pay cut increase, and that they sug- 
gested this in lieu of the pay “freeze”, 
which he charged would make all Fed- 
eral employees pay for Army and Navy 
officers pay increases. 

With the legislative situation in the 
Senate still in a snarl over the Glass 
banking bill, it is uncertain just when 
the Treasury-Postoffice bill, which car- 
ries the Economy bill, will be considered, 
although it is hoped that the measure 
“an be passed by the end of next week. 

Secretary Adams’ letter, the text of 
which was made available this week, fol- 
lows: 

“My dear Mr. Chairman: 

“The Department has given consider- 
ation to the amendment proposed by the 
Senate Economy Committee to H.R. 
13520. This amendment brings within 
the scope of the salary reduction the en- 
listed personnel of the Navy. The Budget 
submitted by the President has already 
taken away from the enlisted personnel 
the reenlistment gratuity, which will 
amount to about $200 for such enlisted 
personnel as are brought under the pro- 
visions of the Economy Act, that is for 
the personnel which receive a compensa- 
tion in excess of $1000 per year. This 
represents a reduction of approximately 
$50 per year, or in round numbers about 
3.5%. This act would, in addition, fur- 
ther reduce the compensation of enlisted 
men by 10%. The enlisted personnel af- 
fected would be men who have spent a 
considerable length of time in the naval 
service, who are older than the average, 
and who have families depending upon 
them. 

“The life of an enlisted man differs 
widely from that of a civilian employed 
by the Government. If married, he must 
maintain a home for his family and chil- 
dren while he is at sea, and if he is to 
see his family he must normally spend 
part of his pay in railroad or bus fare. 

“When it is realized that this enlisted 
personnel is retained at sea for periods 
of from 3 to 10 years, depending upon 
the rating which they hold, it is ap- 
parent that this reduction will work a 
very considerable hardship upon them. 

“The proposed amendment to the 
Economy Act also provides that appoint- 
ment of officers of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps to permanent duty in the 
Philippines, the Asiatic Station, China, 
Hawaii, Porto Rico, or the Panama 
Canal Zone shall be for not less than 4 
years. This provision is deemed inimi- 
eal to the best interests of the naval 
service. 

“To give an officer proper experience, 
it is necessary that he should not be 
separated from the fleet for too long a 
time. The number of sea billets on the 
Asiatic Station is greatly in excess of 
the number of shore billets, and most 
officers’ returning from that station 
would be due for a tour of shore duty, 
and this would keep them away from 
the fleet for a period of 7 years. 

“Life in the tropics in comfortable 
quarters ashore is very different from 
life on board a steel ship, where the per- 
sonnel must, of necessity, be closely 
crowded together. 

“The tour of shore duty in the tropics 
vas formerly about 3 years, but was re- 
duced to approximately 2 years for the 
physical welfare and morale of the per- 
sonnel. The length of time that officers 
should serve on the Asiatic Station is 
an administrative question which, I be- 
lieve, should remain within the province 
of the Navy Department. 

“I wish to invite your attention to the 
fact that naval personnel have suffered 
a reduction in compensation materially 
greater than the 8.3% provided for other 
government employees. The rental al- 
lowance received by them has been re- 
duced by 10% and the ration allowance 
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reduced by 131/3%. The total reduction 
in pay and allowances received by the 
officers of the Navy was therefore some. 
thing in excess of 9%, the exact per. 
centage varying with the rank of the of. 
ficer. 

“With reference to the proposed pay 
cut of 12/3%, the Department considers 
that this question has been given carefy} 
consideration by the Committee. The 
provisions of the act permitting the jp. 
creases in pay on account of length of 
service or promotion are deemed highly 
advantageous to the Navy, and in my 
opinion every effort should be made to 
retain these provisions in the bill.”

Revise Service Pay 
(Continued from First Page) 
firmed this as true. I asked some very 
prominent members of the Naval Affairs 
Committee about this and they did not 
know it was being done. The Secretary 
wrote back and said, ‘The rates of pay 
quoted in the first paragraph of your 

letter are correct.’ 

“T also asked him to give me the 
number of privates or enlisted men in 
the Navy who are assigned to the high 
line officers as cooks and waiters and 
chauffeurs, if you please, and I found 
there are 205 of them. This means there 
are 205 privates, American boys, assigned 
for this kind of domestic work to high 
naval officers on shore. 

“T then asked him how many high line 
officers there were on shore duty, and I 
found there are 2,006 of them. 

“I then asked an important member 
of our Naval Affairs Committee. just 
what was allowed these big officers of 
the Navy in the way of silver and linen 
and glassware and chinaware. He told 
me they were not allowed any af such 
items. He simply did not know. I 
wrote to the Secretary of the Navy in 
my said letter and had him send mea 
list of all such articles, and there is not 
a family in Georgia, Massachusetts, or 
in Texas that has in their home more 
silve.s and china and glassware than is 
allowed these admirals. 

“Some of you will recall that Eugene 
Black and myself stopped a bill here 
once that was going to furnish the shore 
homes of these big naval officers with so 
many mahogany chiffoniers at $200 
apiece and so many mahogany chiffo- 
nettes at $200 apiece and so many ma- 
hogany chifforobes at $200 apiece, be- 
sides other high-priced furniture. 

“I wish you knew just how much high- 
priced furniture is allowed these ad- 
mirals in their shore homes. 

“I am glad to inform the House that 
our distinguished colleague from Geor- 
gia, chairman of the legislative Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, has promised to 
bring in at an early date a bill, and pass 
it, correcting this pay and allowance 
business. Every single bill for the last 
25 years that has affected the pay and 
emoluments of a naval officer or a 
Army officer has been brought in here 
couched in such technical language that 
there was not a man in the House who 
could understand just what it meant. 
Many high officers themselves could not 
figure out just what all of their perqu- 
sites were.”

with standard models for production in 
an emergency and the peace time arming 
of regular army units with these latest 
models to develop the technique of their 
use. 

The close of the war found us in pos- 
session of a large number of guns and 
other materiel, all of which, while ser- 
yiceable, possess many defects suscept- 


ible of correction in later models. We 
realize that these are the guns with 


which we will enter any future war and 
with which we will carry on until the 
new standards can be produced in quan- 
tity. All of these guns and materiel 
have been carefully examined and plans 
made for the correction of such defects 
as are correctable without building 
anew. For example, the French 75 mm 
guns, of which we have a large quantity, 
are incapable of traveling’ten or twelve 
hour without immediate and 
serious damage. We have two plans for 
correcting this. One, which can be ex- 
ecuted with little delay, involves replace- 
ment of the wooden wheels of these guns 
with standard commercial pneumatic 
tired truck wheels. By the other, which 
is a little more costly and involves a 
little more time, the entire running gear 
can be replaced, not only correcting the 
speed defect, but giving the gun the 
wide crank traverse so necessary in bat- 
tlefield use. 

We cannot look to commercial prod- 
ucts for our guns. They are highly spe- 
cialized affairs, but there are many ac- 
cessories, especially in the transporta- 
tion and communications lines, which, 
while not ideal, are acceptable substi- 
tutes. It is a rule of this office to ex- 
haust the line of commercial production 


miles an 


before setting up specifications for a 
special article. 3y so doing, cost of 


armament is not only reduced, but speed 
of production by the expansion of exist- 
ing commercial establishments is greatly 
increased. For example, our latest types 
of ammunition will not fit into the cais- 
sons now on hand, and modification of 
these caissons is expensive. We are pre- 
paring to replace these caissons with a 
vehicle which is an assemblage of stand- 
ard commercial products at a cost, which 
will probably be little more than the 
necessary modifications in the old cais- 
sons and infinitely less than new cais- 
sons. Another example—there is no sen- 
sible reason for setting up specifications 
for a special telephone headset that may 
be ideal for our use, as long as the com- 
mercial product, which can be obtained 
quickly and in quantity, is a reasonably 
good substitute. 

A most valuable adjunct to this office 
and to the field artillery as a whole is 
that section of this office stationed at 
Fort Bragg and known as the Field Ar- 
tillery Board. To this Board is sent 
every item of new equipment whatever 
its nature for thorough test, including 
an extended service test of the article 
by the troops. No article, whatever its 
nature is accepted as standard until it 
has passed the tests of the Board. 

An all-around field artilleryman must 
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not only know how to shoot bis guns, an 
art and science, requiring long and care- 
ful training, but he must kuow all the 
ins and outs of animal transport, motor 
transport, the establishment and main- 
tenance of lines of communication, both 
telephone and radio, and have a good 
general knowledge of the tactics of in- 
fantry and cavalry, in order to intelli- 
gently support them. 

This is a large order and, while all 
the field artillery officers of the regular 
army must be trained, not only in all 
phases of these multifarious duties, it is 
also necessary for some officers to spe- 
cialize in each of these phases, in order 
to make progress rather than to always 
follow. 

Upon entry into service, each officer 
is required to serve five years with 
troops for training in the art of com- 
mand and to prepare himself for entry 
into the Field Artillery School at Fort 
Sill where for one year he receives in- 
tensive instruction in all phases of his 
profession. It is here that specialists 
are discovered and means provided for 
continuing their specialization. 

Battery units are so depleted at pres- 
ent that this school now stands as prac- 
tically the only place where the young 
officer can get a working representation 
of complete combat units. It is also 
possible at this school to use the limited 
ammunition allowance to a greater ad- 
vantage than in troop service. It is, 
therefore, of the utmost importance that 
the integrity of this service school be 
maintained and that every officer, early 
in his career, be put through the course. 
Parenthetically, it may be remarked that 
this school is the equal, if it does not 
exceed in efficiency any similar school 
in the world. 

In war, it is not possible to attempt 
to train every field artillery officer thor- 
oughly in all phases of the profession. 
In the limited time available, he is given 
a smattering of all matters and then 
goes on to some duty in his organization 
for which he is best fitted and in which 
he generally specializes—as for example, 
he may become a reconnaissance officer, 
a communication officer, or a_ battery 
executive. During the war, I had offi- 
cers on my staff who were excellent, if 
not perfect, in the line of their particular 


endeavor, but of little value in other 
capacities. 
This article would not be complete 


without some mention of motorization. 
It is a pretty picture, motor batteries 
rolling along a concrete road and going 
into position in a hard, dry, sun-baked 
pasture. The picture is not so attrac- 
tive when the battery is struggling along 
a dirt trail up to the hub in mud or 
sand, or when it attempts to deploy on 
the far side of a swamp, a snow bank, 
a plowed field, or thick brush. Further- 
more, no motor vehicle has yet been pro- 
duced which can replace the horse on 
individual work, such as scouting, wire 
laying, line riding, and messenger ser- 
vice, over rough, heavy wooded or 
swampy ground. 

The transportation problem is differ- 
ent with medium and heavy field artil- 
lery. This class of artillery has a much 
greater latitude in selection of position, 
and, therefore, may keep to better roads 
and near its base of supply. It is more 
deliberate in its movements, and changes 
of position are relatively few and can 
be more easily predicted. ; 

We have, therefore, motorized all our 
medium and heavy field artillery. Up to 
a year or so ago, all this motorization 
was wholly tractor-drawn and truck-car- 
ried. Tractors are slow, noisy and ex- 
pensive, their commercial production is 
limited. Competent tractor drivers exist 
only in limited numbers in civilian life. 
Truck carried artillery requires heavy 
and expensive trucks, presents a very 
vulnerable target and must confine itself 
to good roads. This office has practical- 
ly discarded further acquisition of trac- 
tors or trucks for carrying artillery, due 
to the successful results we have ob- 
tained by towing our guns with trucks. 
This permits use of much lighter. inex- 
pensive and more readily procurable ve- 


hhicles which, even when towing, permit 


use of the truck itself for carrying per- 
sonnel or cargo, and are available for 
these purposes when not actually towing 
guns. A great reduction in original 
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cost and in maintenance is being effected 
by this change. 

Experimentation with truck-drawn 
light field artillery is going on and we 
can vision the mobilization day when 
the captain of a reserve battery can get 
all the transportation he needs for his 
battery from the visible supply in his 
native town; enlist the quota of men for 
his battery and, two days after he re- 
ceives from the Ordnance Department 
his four guns, organize and be prepared 
to commence training. 

Every field artillery officer must learn 
to shoot his guns accurately and speed- 
ily. 

Shooting itself into three 
phases—the calculation of the initial 
gun pointing data; sensing, which is 
correctly estimating errors in direction, 
range and height of burst with respect 
to the target, and adjustment, which is 
the application of the results of these 
sensings to the next succeeding pointing 
of his guns. 

A reasonable amount of skill, in ob- 
taining the preliminary data and in the 
mental gymnastics involved in applying 
corrections, can be obtained without ac- 
tual firing, but no skill can be acquired 
in the art of sensing without firing live 
ammunition, a costly and time consum- 
ing affair. 

Many kinds of apparutus have been 
devised to simulate actual firing, but all 
have various defects by reason of un- 
reality in various respects. 

Before the World War, every field ar- 
tillery officer, from colonel to second 
lieutenant, had a liberal ammunition al- 
lowance of ammunition for target prac- 
tice. The present allowance is a great 
reduction, a reduction that will surely 
affect field artillery shooting skill, de- 
spite all the make-shifts we can utilize 
for simulating actual fire. 

Skill in firing shrapnel is particularly 
difficult to attain, due to the necessity 
of adjustment for height of burst, as 
well as for range and direction. Much 
effort is being directed to the production 
of a satisfactory fuze for shell. which 
will permit the total elimination of 
shrapnel, thus reducing expense and 
shortening the time of training. 

The utmost credit is due to the gen- 
erous and efficient cooperation of the 
supply and manufacturing branches of 
the War Department, particularly to 
the Ordnance Department and to the 
Quartermaster and Signal Corps, with 
whom we have the bulk of our dealings 
in efforts at progress and in stretching 
the almighty dollar far beyond its elas- 
tic limit to keep our wheels turning. 

An army cannot be created out of 
paper, nor can it exist on “jaw-bone.” 

The public Army List of July 1, 1982, 
shows that the field artillery consisted 
on that date of 8 regimental headquar- 
ters, 26 battalion headquarters, and 65 
gun batteries, in the United States 
proper and 4 regimental headquarters, 
9 battalion headquarters, and 25 bat- 
teries stationed abroad. All of these or- 
ganizations are below normal peace 
strength in many respects as to enlisted 
men, transport, and nyiny accessories. 

This handful of officers, men, and 
guns, plus another handful of National 
Guardmen, equal, gun for gun and man 
for man, to any in the world, is all the 
field artillery that the great American 
nation possesses to stand off invasion 
and to leaven the million embryonic field 
artillerymen, who are to spring to de- 
fense overnight. 

In 1917, the United States organized 
and trained its armies in complete secur- 
ity behind a distant line of French and 
British guns and, after more than a year 
of herculean efforts, went forth to battle 
east of the Marne—not east of Pitts- 
burgh. 

It would be well if those, who desire 
to further reduce this modest nucleus, 
were to ponder some of the foregoing 
facts, and to reflect on the thousands of 
brave lads who went to their death hack- 
ing a path through the barb-wire at 
Soissons and in the Argonne, a path 
that should have been blasted for them 
by field artillery that did not exist.

Gen. Hugh A. Drum, is relieved 
from command of the Fifth Corps Area, 
Ft. Hayes, Ohio, effective Feb. 22, 1933, 
and is appointed Deputy Chief of Staff. 

General Moseley will remain on tem- 
porary duty in the Office of the Chief of 
Staff for approximately one month after 
his relief from duty as Deputy Chief of 
Staff. 

General Moseley 

General Moseley was graduated from 
the United States Military Academy in 
1899 and commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant of Cavalry. 

He served in the Philippines for over 
three years during which time he par- 
ticipated with troops in numerous ex- 
peditions and engagements against in- 
surgent forces and also acted as aide-de- 
camp to Brigadier Generals James M., 
Bell and J. M. Lee. He returned to the 
United States with General Lee and was 
stationed at the Headquarters of the 
Department of Texas at Fort Sam 
Hlouston as aide-de-camp, chief signal 
officer of the department, and assistant 
military secretary. 

He returned to the Philippine Islands 
in 1906 and participated in operations on 
the Islands of Samar and Leyte. 

In 1907 he was ordered to Ft. Leaven- 
worth, Kansas, as a student officer at 
the Army School of the Line and later 
at the Army Staff College. In August, 
1910, he was ordered to the Army War 
College at Washington, D. C., as a stu- 
dent officer. Shortly after graduation 
from the Army War College in 1912 he 
was detailed as military observer at the 
German and French Grand Maneuvers 
and upon completion of that duty went 
to, England in connection with studies 
on military organization. 

In 1915, he was detailed to the Gen- 
eral Staff Corps and ordered to the Army 


War College, at Washington, D. C., 
where he remained until July, 1916, 


when he was appointed as colonel and 
chief of staff of the Seventh Division 
of the Pennsylvania National Guard, in 
which capacity he served at El Paso, 
Texas, during the mobilization on the 
Mexican border. He was honorably mus- 
tered out of the National Guard service 
in January, 1917, and shortly thereafter 
was assigned to the Fifth United States 
Field Artillery of the First Regular 
Division which he accompanied to 
France in the summer of that year. 

With the temporary rank of colonel 
he commanded the Fifth United States 
Field Artillery in the Luneville Sector 
on the Toul front in October-November, 
1917. He was then ordered to General 
Headquarters of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces for duty with the Supply 
Section of the General Staff. In April, 
1918, he was made chief of that section 
and, with the temporary grade of briga- 
dier general, served as such throughout 
the remainder of the World War. 

As Chief of the Supply Section, he 
was in charge of all questions of strate- 
gic supply, transportation, construction 
and evacuation of the American forces 
in France, which duties required visits 
to all parts of the front in connection 
with plans for operations and during 
battle. In the latter part of 1919 he was 
detailed as a member of General Har- 
pord’s Commission to Armenia and also

if not all of our ocean carriers and the 
trade that goes with them. 

“In two of our major wars, the pos- 
session of an efficient merchant marine 
served largely to avert national disas- 
ter. 

“We are no longer a purely conti- 
nental nation: our commerce has been 
extended to all parts of the world and 
it is not probable that we shall chose 
to discontinue that commerce. 

“During the life of our nation we 
have seen the varied success achieved 
during various periods in building for 
prosperity and security both as regards 
our merchant marine and navy; and as 
these two basic elements of maritime 
power are vital to the continued well- 
being of our race, it behooves us to 
face the facts and build substantially 
and wisely for the future.” 





Financial Digest 


The daily average volume of Federal 
reserve bank credt outstanding during 
the week ending Jan. 11, as reported 
by the Federal reserve banks, was 
$2,146,000,000, a decrease of $6,000,000 
compared with the preceding week and 
an inerease of $259,000,000 compared 
with the corresponding week in 1932. 

On Jan. 11 total reserve bank credit 
amounted to $2,106,000,000, a decrease 
of $58,000,000 for the week. This de- 
crease corresponds with a decrease of 
$80,000,000 in money in circulation and 
increases of $25,000,000 in monetary gold 
stock and $12,000,000 in Treasury cur- 
rency, adjusted. offset in part by an 
increase of $60,000,000 in member bank 
reserve balances. 

Holdings of discounted bills declined 
$4,000,000 at the Federal Reserve Bank 
of San Francisco and $3,000,000 at all 
Federal reserve banks. The System’s 
holdings of bills bought in open market 
and of United States Government bonds 
show little change for the week, while 
holdings of United States Treasury 
notes increased $5,000,000 and those of 
Treasury certificates and bills decreased 
$44,000,000.

as observer of military operations be- 
tween the Tartars and Armenians and 
the Greeks and Turks at Smyrna. He 
returned to the United States in No- 
vember, 1919, and was placed on tem- 
porary duty with General Pershing dur- 
ing the latter’s tour of inspection of 
Army posts throughout the United 
States. In May, 1920, he joined the Sec- 
ond Field Artillery Brigade of the Sec- 
ond Division at Camp Travis, Texas. 

In January, 1922, shortly after receiv- 
ing his appointment as permanent briga- 
dier general of the Regular Army, he 
was ordered to Washington, D. C., for 
temporary duty with General Dawes, the 
Director of the Budget. In March of the 
same year he was detailed as Command- 
ing General of Ft. Sheridan, Ill., where 
he remained until October, 1924, during 
which period he also commanded the 
summer training centers at Camp Cus- 
ter, Mich., and for temporary periods 
the Sixth Corps Area. He was then or- 
dered to Hawaii as Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Eleventh Field Artillery 
Brigade and in October, 1927, returned 
to the United States and was placed in 
command of the First Cavalry Division 
at Ft. Bliss, Tex. 

August 24, 1929, General Moseley was 
transferred to Washington, D. C., for 
duty as Executive in the Office of the 
Assistant Secretary of War. 

On Aug. 31, 1930, General Moseley was 
promoted to major general, and on Dec. 
8. the same year, became Deputy Chief 
of Staff. On Jan. 17, 1933, orders were 
issued relieving him from duty as Deputy 
Chief of Staff and ordering him to duty 
as Commanding General, Fifth Corps 
Area, with headquarters at Ft. Hayes, 
Ohio. 

General Moseley has been awarded the 
following decorations:—Commander of 
the Order of the Crown (Belgian), Com- 











panion of the Order of the Bath (Brit- 
ish), Commander of the Order of the 
Crown (Italian), Commander of the Le- 
gion of Honor (French), Croix de 
Guerre with palm (French), Medal’ of 
La Solidaridad (Panama), and the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal, the citation 
for which reads as follows: 

“For services as Assistant Chief of Staff. 
He handled with great executive ability and 
rare understanding all problems of equip- 
ping and supplying the large number of 
American troops arriving and operating in 
France, and by his large grasp of supply 
problems and tireless energy he has con- 
spicuously aided the successful administra- 
tion of the supply department.” 

On May 1, 1930, General Moseley was 
awarded an Oak Leaf Cluster for his 
Distinguished Service Medal. The award 
of this Oak Leaf Cluster indicates that 
General Moseley has rendered services 
worthy of a second award of the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal but the law 
authorizing this decoration prohibits any 
person being given two medals. The 
Oak Leaf Ciuster, therefore, represents 
the award of the Distinguished Service 
Medal the second time. 

The citation accompanying the award 
reads as follows: 


“George V. H. Moseley, brigadier general, 
United States Army. For exceptionally 
meritorious and _ distinguished services. 


When it became evident on the morning of 
March 8, 1929, that Mexican Revolutionary 
Forces, in greatly superior strength, were 
preparing to make a determined attack 
against Mexican federal troops, who had 
taken up a position on the south bank of 
the Rio Grande, near the end of the Inter- 
national bridges connecting El Paso, Texas, 
and Juarez, Mexico, General Moseley crossed 
the bridge while exposed to the fire of the 
Revolutionary forces, conferred with the com- 
mander of the Federal forces while under 
heavy fire, and later passed through the 
field of fire to confer with the commander 
of the Revolutionary forces. By his initia- 
tive. prompt and forceful action, and his 
utter disregard of his own personal danger, 
under heavy fire, he succeeded in bringing 
about a cessation of the fire which was en- 
dangering American life in El Paso, Texas, 
and arranged for a conference of the Mexi- 
can commanders which resulted in the re- 
tirement of one of the belligerent groups, a 
cessation of fire and the restoration of peace 
and quiet. By this action General Moseley 
was chiefly responsible for relieving a deli- 
cate international situation.” 
General Drum 

General Drum was born at Ft. Brady, 
Sault Ste. Marie. Mich. on Sept. 19, 1879. 
He attended the College of St. Francis 
Xavier in New York City for several 
years and in 1898 was appointed a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the Regular Army from 
Boston, Mass. Until 1899 he was sta- 
tioned at Jefferson Barracks, Missouri, 
and Ft. Riley, Kans., with the 12th U. 8S. 
Infantry. He was then ordered to the 
Philippine Islands where he served dur- 
ing the Insurrection with the 12th and 
25th U. S. Infantry Regiments, partici- 
pating in numerous engagements and ex- 
peditions against Insurgent Forces. 

Returning to the United States in 
1901, he was stationed at Plattsburg 
Barracks with the 27th U. S. Infantry 
until early in 1902 when he accompa- 
nied that regiment to the Philippines for 
service on the Island of Mindanao where 
he took part in many expeditions and 
skirmishes against hostile Moros. In the 
summer of 1902 he was appointed aide- 
de-camp to Brig. Gen. Frank D. Bald- 
win, with whom he returned to the 
United States a year later for duty at 
the Headquarters of the Department of 
Colorado at Denver and the Headquar- 
ters of the Southwestern Division at 
Oklahoma City, Okla. In addition to 
acting as aide-de-camp he served as en- 
gineer, ordnance. and signal officer on 
General Baldwin's Staff. 

Promoted to the grade of captain in 
1906, he was assigned to the 23rd U. S. 
Infantry with which he served at Madi- 
son Barracks, New York and at Nor- 
folk, Virginia. during the Jamestown Ex- 
position of 1907. In 1908 he returned to 
the Philippine Islands with the 23rd U. 
S. Infantry for his third tour of duty in 
the Far East. After serving in Mindanao 
for two years he was ordered to the 





United States with his regiment for gtg. 
tion at Fort Bliss, Texas. 

From 1910 to 1912 he was a student 
officer at the Army School of the Line 
and the Army Staff College at Fr 
Leavenworth, Kans. Upon completion of 
his school courses he rejoined the 23rq 
U. S. Infantry with which he served at 
Ft. Benjamin Harrison, Ind., and at 
Texas City, Tex., on the Mexican bor. 
der until 1914 when he was ordered to 
Vera Cruz, Mexico, as Assistant Chief 
of Staff to Maj. Gen. Frederick D. Fup. 
ston who commanded the United States 
Forces occupying that city. 

After his return from Vera Cruz he 
served until 1916 as an instructor at the 
Army Service Schools, Ft. Leavenworth, 
after which he rejoined the 23rd U. § 
Infantry at El Paso, Tex. In June 191% 
he was ordered to the Headquarters of 
the Southern Department at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, for staff duty. 

He sailed for France in May 1917 and 
served for approximately a year at Gen. 
eral Headquarters of the American Ex. 
peditionary Forces with the Operations 
Section of the General Staff. In July 
1918 he was detailed as Chief of Staff 
of the First Army and served as such 
throughout the period of active opera- 
tions under General Pershing in the $t. 
Mihiel offensive and under Lt. Gen Hu. 
ter Liggett in the Meuse-Argonne offen- 
sive. 

Upon the demobilization of the First 
Army in April 1919 he became Chief of 
Staff of the Services of Supply. 

Returning to the United States in July 
1919, he reverted to his permanent grade 
of major in the Regular Army and was 
ordered to the Army Service Schools, 
Ft. Leavenworth, where he remained m- 
til 1922, serving during that period as 
Director, Assistant Commandant, and 
Commandant. He then served as senior 
instructor of the New York National 
Guard with headquarters at Governors 
Island, New York, until December 1922 


when he was appointed a permanent 
brigadier general and ordered to Ft 


Monroe, Va., for a brief course at the 
Coast Artillery School. Upon completion 
of this course General Drum assumed 
command of the Second Coast Artillery 
District with headquarters at Ft. Totten, 
x. ¥. 

In the latter part of 1923 he was or 
dered to Washington, D. C., as Assistant 
Chief of Staff of the Operations and 
Training Division of the War Depart 
ment General Staff. He remained o 
this duty until 1926 when he was or 
dered to Ft. Wadsworth, N. Y., to com 
mand the 1st Infantry Brigade of the 
First Division.

Blanton Demands Investigation 
During yesterday’s discussion of the 
Army supply bill Representative Tom 
Blanton, of Texas, read from a photo- 
stat copy of a letter which he said was 
from the president of the Triangle Para- 
chute Company of Cincinnati to a pros- 
pect attempting to sell stock in the com- 
pany. The letter claimed that the para- 
chute was about to be adopted as stand- 
ard for the Army Air Corps. Blanton 
alleged that a “Major Hoffman,” whom 
he said was in charge of parachute de- 
velopment at Wright Field, Ohio, was an 
organizer of the company. He inserted 
the letter in the Congressional Record 
and demanded that the War Department 
convene a board of inquiry into the 
matter. 


Upholds National Defense 

The legislature of the State of Con- 
necticut took an unusual action this 
week when both of its houses adopted 
resolutions petitioning the Federal Gov- 
ernment to make no further reductions 
in the forces of National Defense. The 
resolution declared that the state, “has 
always been throughout its entire his- 
tory, a firm believer in national prepar- 
elness, which belief it has always 
backed by its acts and the deeds of its 
citizens in times of emergency.” 








Navy Uniform Factory 

Orders were issued by the Navy De- 
partment this week discontinuing the 
operation of its factory for the manu- 
facture of officers uniforms. The order 
becomes: effective July 1, 1933. Similar 
action was taken last week by the War 
Department. 

Both of the orders were the result of 
the activities of the Shannon committee 
of the House of Representatives, which 
is investigating government competition 
with private enterprise.

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Army Supply Bill

Bureau of the Budget did not recom- 
mend for the National Guard. 1 under- 
stand the gentleman from Missouri (Mr. 
Cochran) will offer an amendment with 
reference to an item later on dealing 
with the physical fitness of guardmen. 
You find that one man in each State 
has charge of the expenditure of this 
money. in my own State it happens to 
be one-half million dollars. I asked the 
chairman of the subcommittee (Mr. Col- 
lins), and he kindly agreed to find out 
for me how many officers in the Arkan- 
sas National Guard were drawing com- 
pensation or disability allowance. The 
gentleman from Mississippi (Mr. Col- 
lins) called up the department, and they 
gave him the information that there was 
one. ‘Oh,’ I said, ‘Mr. Collins, that can 
not be true. I happen to know of three.’ 
He called up there again, and they re- 
checked, and they found 10. Ten men 
were drawing disability allowance and 
drawing compensation for injuries re- 
ceived during the war, and they were 
members of the National Guard, the sup- 
posed bulwark of our national defense 
in this country, which is supposed, upon 
a moment’s warning, to be physically fit 
to be inducted into the Federal service 
of the United States Army. 

“Now, what else? I talked again to 
the chairman about it, and he informed 
me of some other States, particularly 
the great State of Massachusetts. What 
are we doing? You are sending down to 
those States millions upon millions of 
dollars to sustain the National Guard, 
and we find the organization being 
watched only passively by the United 
States, infiltrating into all of its machin- 
ery this question of disabled men as 
Army officers. Now, my friends, I want 
to call attention to that. Whenever the 
United States Army in Washington will 
stand by and passively submit to things 
like that going on, what can the tax- 
payers of this country expect?’ 

Mr. Parks of Arkansas also deplored 
the “carrying in the National Guard as 
officers at high salaries men who are 
cripples or who are suffering from some 
disability.” He added, however, that 
such. men do not receive their appoint- 
ments: from the National Government 
but from “some politician who happens 
to be governor.” 

Representative Parks, however, de- 
clared his support for national defense, 
asserting : 

“We should keep this National Guard: 
we should keep the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps; and we should keep the 
citizens’ military training camps if we 
have any money at all. 

“Yes; spend $150,000 on a frolic to 
Geneva, although they will probably get 
us into a war, when we would better 
spend it on the citizens’ military train- 
ing camps. This is my judgment about 
it. 


“I am sick and tired of this harangue 
about destroying our national defense 
when we ought to be building it up. If 
there ever was a time in the history of 
this earth when we ought to be perfect- 
ing our national defense, it is now. Do 
you know who is hurting our national 
defense? Are we in danger from Ger- 
many, are we in danger from France, 
are we in danger from Japan? Ah, verily 
not; we are in danger from the men who 
stand in the Congress of the United 
States and assail our national defense.” 

When Representative Johnson, of the 
Ft. Sill District of Oklahoma, intro- 
duced his amendment to restrict retired 
pay to $2,400 a year he supported it with 
a denunciation of generals and particu- 
larly high ranking army and navy offi- 
cers associated with the National Econ- 
omy League. He took General Pershing 
to task for his retired pay and the al- 
leged enormous sums he has received 


for his memoirs, and made many insinu- - 


ating remarks about how far behind the 
front the generals stayed. This latter, 
however, was promptly challenged, Mr. 
Parks declaring that many generals “like 
General MacArthur” led their troops on 
the front line. 

Others, too, contradicted Mr. Johnson, 
among them, Representative Bulwinkle 
who declared : 

“It was my privilege, as it was the 









privilege of two and a half million other 
American soldiers, to fight under Gen- 
eral Pershing. The crime that he and 
other officers has committed seems to be 
that they have joined the Economy 
League, and nothing else. All his patri- 
otism, all his wonderful service to the 
American Government, has been forgot- 
ten by these two gentlemen who preceded 
me; all that has been wiped out be- 
cause, forsooth, whether rightly or 
wrongly I am not arguing, he protested 
against certain expenditures of the pub- 
lic money. 


“When in future years is written the 
history of the American Army in France 
the leadership of General Pershing will 
be one of the bright spots and greatest 
accomplishments in American history. 
No man thought of criticizing him for 
cowardice in France. No man thought 
of attributing to him cowardice upon 
the field of battle. No man _ there 
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thought of attributing te any general 
officer the criticism that he stayed back 
through cowardice and looked through 
his field glasses. When the action called 
for it, these soldiers of America, whether 
they were privates or generals, did their 
duty as was required of them; and it 
ill behooves us now to attempt to impugn 
the motive of any of these officers as has 
been done here today.” ° 

When Mr. Johnson's amendment was 
defeated he offered another to limit re 
tired pay to $3,600. This too was vote 
down. Then he offered one to limit it t 
$5,000 which was treated likewise, being 
rejected by a vote of 57 to 74. 

On motion of Representative Mans 
field the provision that officers of the 
Engineer Corps must be paid out of “Pay 
of the Army” (thus prohibiting the pay 
of those engaged in rivers and harbors 
work from being charged against that 
work) was struck out.
